are fed and finished and 
represent exceptional quality 
this year since meat grades on 
the commercial market have 
changed considerably during the 
past year. 

He says that price received in 
the auction ring determines 
whether or not a Future Farmer 
or a 4-H exhibitor finishes his or 
her project year “in the black or 
in the red.” 

“We try to get a legitimate 
premium above market for boys 
and girls who exhibit and sell at 
the Porterville fair,” Carter says, 
“but even when a premium is 
bid into an auction price, the 
buyer still gets a bargain when 
quality is considered.” 

Businessmen, or, other 
persons, can bid in sale animals 
then sell them back at whatever 
the established commercial 
market price is on the day of the 
sale, actually paying only the 
difference between the market 
price and their bid to assist the 
young people selling - and 
setting up a business expense 
item. 

A traditional aspect of the 
Porterville fair will be continued 
this year selling by Col. 
“Skinner” Hardy whose father, 
the late Harry Hardy, was the 
auctioneer for many years prior 
to his death, after which his son 
took over - donating his services. 

Skinner Hardy, now one of 
the nation’s top livestock 
auctioneers, sold his first animal,
